north fork of tlio American river rose fif- 
ty-five feet, while other streams nearly 
equalled thie figure. Sacramento wns 
the heaviest sufferer, as was tlio case in 
several previous floods. This city elands 
at the junction of tho American and Sa- 
crnriionio rivers, in a wide flat valley. 
The loss here is $2,000,000.

has been nearly ruinqd, its debt previous 
lo the flood being enormous, und the peo- 
•ple being terribly depressed. 
Subscrip- 


tions for the relief of the destitute have 
been made—San Francisco loading oft* 
wi!h-3>30,000. Near Auburn thirty miles 
of fences were floated off. Al Grass 
Valley, five hundred quartz miners have 
been thrown out of work by the flooding 
of the niinos. 
On Feather river millions 


of feet of lumber were losl. 
On Trinity 


river Iho loss is estimated al §150,000 ; 
a clean sweep of all tho improvements 
along that stream was made. 
The ac- 


counts from Wanhoe, from Oregon, &c., 
are equally disastrous. Tho papers also 
l.ave many reports of hair-breadth es- 
capes, among which we observe that the 
wife of a State Senator waa rescued by 
her husband carrying her some distance 
on his back, Ii9 wading waist-deep in a 
torrent. 
Among others characteristic 


anecdotes of tho disaster are iho follow- 
ing amusing stories : 


" Al one of our hotels yesterday morn- 


ing, a boarder called for mackerel for 
breakfast, with the remark, 't am dnrnod 
sure they were not drowned by iho Hood, 
but I don't feel so sure about lioof and 
pork.' Ha had boon around lown con- 
siderably, and had teen so many drown- 
ed cattle and hogs lying arounii, that ho 
concluded to bo ou Iho safe side.

of (he more favor«d localities of the ciiy. 
;.Tust high enough to take iho starch oul 
of my shirt collar,' said ho. 
But, ns if 


anxious (o maintain the good standing of 
real estate in his neighborhood, he added,

man.' 


Some ono was bantering citizen Caul- 


field about the magnificent wnlorscnpo 
which hia ranche presented, lo which lio 
promptly responded, 'I wouldn't give a 
copper for a man that couldn't have a 
lake of hia own." 


We do not anlicipalo that the Califor- 


niann will be much discouraged by this 
calamity, They ara accustomed lo nil 
kinds of Iroubloot firo», floods, criminals, 
Indian and reckless politicians, and ihay 
will, doubtless, push through Iho pros-cut 
disaster ai they have encountered and 
vanauiiutd timular tribulatione,— f Bos- 
ton Pott.
